The 
upper one is called in professional lingo the 
“top mounter,” and his base the “ under- 
stander.” ‘As Eppes went along he learned a 
few tumbles, cartwheels, handstands, som- 
ersauits, and contortions. This led him into 
acrobatic dancing, which, when .it gets be- 
yond incidentals to a balancing and lifting 
turn, is classified as “eccentric dancing.” 
‘An eccentrit dancer can “go on” where no 
acrobat dares to even stand in the wings.

Miss Shixa started as per Hoyle, in the 
chorus of a burlesque show. In this type of 


entertainthent the girls are “ played up,” the — 


comics frequently singling them out, calling 
them downstage center, using them as foils 
or amusement-—-not always innocent. Thus, 
if a girl has uny “personality,” it has a 
chance tg blossom and be seen. 


Miss Shixa had plenty of gall, which is 


the stepmother of talent, and it wasn’t long 
before she was playing “bite” and classing 


as a “principal.” Her colleagues told her 
she was clever, and she gave them no argu- 
ment thereon.” She looked about, found her- 
self another girl similarly situated and dis- 
posed, and or®aiized a “ sister” act, which, 
with her brash methods and slum concep- 
tion of comedy and comeliness,- got her over 
on the “small time” sufficiently to let her 
call herself a vaudeville “artist” and rail 
at tiie critics of the trade papers and the 
managers, who could not entfrely appreciate 
her becagise she was “ over their head.” 


On a bill in a third rate burg she met 
Eppes, who was working with a tall comeé- 
dian, acting as “straight man” and throw- 
ing in his laborious stepping as a “ special- 
ty.” That pair was doing about as well as 
Shixa and Mimi, “ Those Pereonality Girls,” . 
and it was no crime against vaudeville or 
society when Eppes “blew” his partner and 


Shixa gave hers the‘air to join in holy mat- 
-rimony and double up a# Eppes and Shixa, 


“The Dancing Demon and the Merry Miss.” 
They threw together a routine of gags, songs 
of the moment, crude but flashy steps—let 
Eppes describe it, as he told it to his book- 
ing agent: 

“Win come os center tn mé 
from left an’ hes from right, an’ we meet in 
the entrance an’ I say to her ‘ Haven't I met 
you somewheres?’’an’ she comes back with 
‘Maybe. Have you been somewheres?’ That 
gets us downstage on the laugh an’ we go 
into our crossfire stuff an’ it wows ‘em. She 
crosses me an’ exits on a cracker what'll 


- panic any house—I say ‘What’ll stop my 


nose from bleedin’?’ an’ she says ‘Keep it 
out o” other people's business.’ 

“That’s the set cue for my dance, an’ I 
go into ‘ Word@erful Eyes.” My new steps 
is gonma knock ‘em stiff. I do a crab an’ 
to a double whirl an’ into a heckspin an’ off. 
That brings on the wife in a change to a 
school kid an’ she tears off a comedy nut 
number with three surefire catch lines an’ 
does a break to a knockabout soft shoe rou- 
tine. I come in ‘on her. third bow after the 


hand an’ she clowns. while I do my real stuff, | 


the hard cuts an’ the whirlin’ feet, pivotin’ 
on one hand. 


_ “When I get up I’m stalin’ for breath an* 
she tries to do my steps an’ takes a comedy 
flop an’ I says to her ‘So, you wanna know 
have I been somewheres. Have you ever 
been to Kankakee? ’—that is, if we're playin’ 
Chicago, or Yonkers if we’re playin’ N’ York 
—you know, the joke town local—an’” she 
gays ‘No,’ an’ I says ‘ Well, then, you ain’t 
been nowheres.’ ‘Kyat oughta get us off 
to a convulsion. If we go like we should 
we'll do our boxin’ glove finish for an encore 
an’ tie up the works. 
“T got a closin’ gag what'll burn ‘em up. 
It always was good, Some great acts use it. 
She says ‘Go on, I was born with boxin’ 
gloves on.’ An’ I says ‘Well, you're gonna 
die the same way,’ an’ with that I walfop 
her in the puss an’ she does a Brody on her 
ear, an' the orchestra goes. into ‘End of a. 
Perfect Day.’” 
Eppes and Shixa opened, and, true to pre- 
diction @knocked the patrons stiff—so stiff 
they couldn't move their hands. There 
seemed to be a blight on the new act. They 


switched the order of their “ material,” they _ 


tried different wardrobe, they tried making 
him the butt of the jokes instead of her to 
vaverse the “sympathy,” they werked near 
the footlights and against the back drop, 
they used full lights and then none except 
a front spotlight—and they went lower and 
lower in the scale of impolite vaudeville and 
found their “ time” broken and irregular and 
their joint purse lower and lower. 


They quarreled on the stage for the amuse- 
ment of the stupid public and off the stage 
for the entertainment of the other turns on 
the bills. Through the strawboard parti- 
titions of the dressing rooms could be heard 
the shrill lament of Shixa regretting the 
luckless day when she had busted up a 
cinch act to tie up with a spavined hoofer 
what. never got by till he seen her an’ 
grabbed her for a meal tleket; the while 


Eppes obliged with an obbligato to tHe effect 
that a dame made a tramp out o’ Samson, 
e0 what chance did an ordinary bird have? 
hadn't he split with his partner in an act 
good for a smash in any spot in any show 
to team up like a sap with a dame what was 
as funny as a sick headache an’ as graceful 
as a truck? 


The theatrical weeklies “panned” the act 
and the managers sent unfriendly reports to 
the home offices of the circuits. Eppes and 
Shixa fell to skimming single nights in try- 
out houses and hanging about bookers’ of- 
fices waiting for emergency “ fill-ins.” 


This was the condition as the end of the 
spring approached. Summer was breathing 
its first alarming breats at them. Eppes 
met a fellow stepper who asked him what his 
plans were, and he said: “Plans? We lay 
off two weeks more, then we close our sea- 
son.” 


No home on Long Island for the summer. 
No second hand roadster. No money orders 
mailed on during the season to themselves 
to be cashed during the long, cold weeks of. 
hot weather. No diamonds. No chance to 
crow to other layers-off about the wonderful 
season behind them and the marvelous year 
ahead, booked solid, consec’tive time, pay or 
play. No summer “ dates” to turn down be- 
cause they had had a hard season and were 
going to get their rest no matter how much 
dough them managers pushed at ’em. No. 
funds. No peace. No prospects. No use.

: | INTER time is pork eating 
time. Even fat salt pork can 
be made into attractive dishes 
and it has calories to burn. 
This may sound figurative but it is 4 
solid fact, for fat pork is almost pure 
food fuel or contains over 3,200 calories 
per pound. We must always bear in 
mind in our sane eating plans that en- 
ergy is a daily requirement, and that 
practically the getting of energy and 
the keeping our bodies warm through 
the consumption of fuel foods, is one 
and the same process, the heat be- 
ing a by-product. And of the foods 
that go through this process those that 
yield the most of energy and heat are 
the fat foods. Sugar and starchy foods 
give us heat and energy, but a pound 
of either of these yields only one-half 
an ordinary fat food, and less than that 

when our food is a pure fat. 
A book of no small volume could be 
written on how -fat foods have been 
wasted and despised. They are, indeed, 


the very gold of foods, much food in 
small bulk like much worth in small

The warning tells how long to cook 
pork, for instance a ham put into 
boiling water is cooked for three hours, 
which certainly is none too much, and 
if the water is kept violently boiling for 
a long period that Is far too short a 
time, since the outside may be so hard- 
ened that the heat cannot easily get to 
the center. In the directions given, 
three more minutes per pound ie al- 
lowed in winter. 

The Triching Danger. 

The trichin@ parasites are so small 
that even when present in large num- 
bers it is thought that they not 
affect the desirability of meat and they 
die and become entirely harmless when 
exposed to sufficient heat. In this con- 
nection it is important to notice that 
the United States says that “ with 
certain exceptions it is dangerous to 
eat uncooked pork even though it has 


been marked ‘WU. S. Inspected and 
Passed.’” This is because uncooked 


pork is likely to contain lve trichine 
no matter how healthy the anima! 
from which it came may have ap- 
peared, or how excellent the meat 
looks. A satisfactory method of 
meat inspection to discover these par. 
asites has not yet been devised. 


It behooves those who would 


pork in high repute as a food to * a 


every precaution to cook it properly. 
which in the main means thoroughly 
But too hot a fire hardens meat, and 
may cause some parts to be under- 
cooked while others are cooked too 
much. In boiling a ham whether it 
is put into cold water and one hour 
allowed to bring it to boiling point, or 
whether it is dropped into boiling water 
the water should not boil violently for 
more than a minute. The same thing 
is true when a fresh shoulder ifs boiled. 
When pork is used as an accompani-. 
ment, as in pork and beans, it usually 
gets long cooking and is improved in 


flavor thereby. .

THE STAIRCASE. 


HAT Juliet’s balcony was to 
the garden of the Capulets, 
the staircase is to the house;

‘told there, tears will be wept there, 
«hands will be pressed there. 
' When your architect offers you his 
*plans,-watch carefully after his steps. 
lie may be a wonder at all the de.

tect particularly delights in a landing 
midway of.the, length and a cunning 
window or group of windows. There 
is no particular reasgn why stairs 
should be dark, and, nsidering the 
safety of life and limb, there is every, 
reason in the world why they should 
be light. LightAhere should also be in 
the hallway, since® human folk are 
neither.bats nor owls.

HERE are $20 pastoral charges, 
owing 1.875 churches and 787 
pareonages, valued at $18,660,135, 

of the Meth- 

odist Episcopal church, according to an 

announcement made by Pr. Joseph W. 
Van Cleave, area secretary of the com- 


in the Chicago a 


mittee on conservation and advance. 


The great bulk of the membership 
of the Chicago area is embraced in the 


ierritory covered by the Central Illi. 
nois, Illinois, and Rock River confer- 
ences. This territory extends from 
north to south about 200 miles, and 
from east to west about 200 miles on 
the southern border and about 150 
miles on the northern border. Nine- 
teen of the twenty-one districts of the 
area are within these limits. 

The membership of the church is 
230,000 in this territory, with approxi- 
mately 690,000 adherents. These con- 
tributed to the benevolences of. the 
church $1,518,916. In Cook county 
alone there are 300 Methodist Episcopa! 
churches. 

In Rock River conference, which in- 
cludes Chicago, there are 76,626 mem- 
bers, 2.539 probationers, 6,697 nonresi- 
dent members. and 225,000 adherents. 

There area 366 Sunday schools, 7,729 
teachers and officers, with an enroll- 
ment in the Sunday schools of 89,576. 
There are 381 church buildings, worth 
over $7,605,300, and 240 parsonages, 
valued at $1,162,575. 

The Rock River conference, after 
filling out lists for deaths, removals, 
and withdrawals, shows a net increase 
of 5,224. There is a total increase in 
the area in full members of 9,352. The 
Rock River conference alone paid over 
$849,000 this year for benevolences and 
over $600,000 for missions. In four 
vears the total amount paid to retiring 
ministers has trebled, reaching $79,000 
im 1920. About fifteen new churches 
were dedicated in 1920.
